Since  St.  Michael's  College  School  is  celebrating  its  125th  birthday,  the

Michael's,  the  Rev.  M.  Soulerin  C^. 

Truly  it  is  a  unique  distinction  for  any  organization  to  claim  that  it  dates 
back  to  the  founding  year,  and  of  this  honor  the  Sodality  is  justly  proud. 
By  way  of  interest  and  historical  record,  the  fifth  bishop  of  Toronto,  Den- 
is O'Connor  CSB  (1841-1911)  was  a  member  of  this  first  Sodality. 

What  is  the  role  of  the  Sodality  at  St.  Michael's?  Perhaps  the  best  answer 
to  the  question  is  from  a  grade  nine  student:  "The  Sodality  makes  fun  for 
others,  and  in  doing  so  has  fun  itself."  In  other  words,  the  Sodality  seeks 
to  form  in  the  students  the  mind  of  Christ,  "to  be  a  man  for  others". 

In  summary,  the  programme  of  the  Sodality  involves  its  members  in  the 
annual  food  drive  for  the  poor  at  Christmas,  and  other  benevolent  works 
for  the  aged  and  physically  handicapped.  Ad  Multos  Annos,   Sodality  of 
the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary!  May  your  works  and  numbers  increase  during 
your  next  125  years.

Our  founding  fathers  saw  their  vision  of  ex- 
cellence best  expressed  in  a  verse  from  the 
psalms:  TEACH  ME  GOODNESS,  DISCI- 
PLINE AND  KNOWLEDGE.  One  can  hardly 
Imagine  a  better  choice  of  motto  for  a  school 
because  a  person  who  is  taught  to  see  ex- 
cellence as  goodness,  discipline  and  knowl- 
edge will  have  a  truly  blessed  and  human 
learning  experience.  Here  is  meant  the 
goodness  that  enthralled  God,  eons  ago, 
when  He  gazed  upon  the  things  He  had  cre- 
ated. In  the  rapture  of  His  love  He  sighed 
again  and  again  that  it  was  all  very  good . 
Here  is  meant  the  discipline  that  is  more 
than  a  code  of  do's  and  don'ts,  but  rather  a 
way  of  living  taught  by  Christ,  who  is  the 
Way,  the  Truth  and  the  Life.  And  finally, 
here  is  meant  the  knowledge  that  bursts  the 
bonds  of  the  narrow  categories  of  science, 
language  and  history  and  soars  to  the  source 
of  all  knowledge.  Truth,  Itself. 

And  so  it  was  in  the  hearts  of  the  founding 
Basilians  that  St.  Michael's  should  be  a 
school  that  would  bring  its  teachers  and  stu- 
dents into  the  presence  of  THE  Teacher, 
Christ,  because  it  is  in  Him  that  are  hidden 
all  the  treasures  of  wisdom  and  knowledge. 
And  His  first  lesson,  to  teachers  and  stu- 
dents alike,  is  that  knowledge  must  begin 
with  fear  of  the  Lord.  Fear  of  the  Lord!  It 
sounds  repressive!  How  can  you  learn  when 
you  are  afraid?  You  can't.  That  kind  of  fear 
comes  from  hate;  it  terrorizes  and  throws 
the  mind  into  panic . 


But  there  is,  surprisingly,  a  fear  that 
springs  from  love  and  prompts  love  in  re- 
turn. It  is  awakened  by  surpassing  beauty, 
perfection  and  love  of  God.  It  inspires  awe 
and  reverence.  It  praises  the  Lord  because 
He  Is  the  Creator  and  Source  of  all.  It  holds 
Him  In  highest  regard  and  Is  obedient  to  His 
will.  It  Is  the  fear  of  a  loving  son  for  a  lov- 
ing father  and,  born  of  love.  It  Is  very  hu- 
man, healthy  and  serene. 

This  Is  fear  of  the  Lord  and  without  it  a  per- 
son cannot  begin  to  know  himself  or  his 
world  In  a  very  balanced  way.  Is  It  repres- 
sive? On  the  contrary.  It  Is  supremely  lib- 
erating for  It  carries  a  person  to  the  summit 
of  human  excellence  and  fills  him  with  joy. 
The  psalmist  must  have  spoken  from  expe- 
rience when  he  wrote:  Happy  is  the  man  who 
fears  the  Lord. (Psm.  112). 

I  would  urge  you,  then,  in  this  year  of  cele- 
bration to  re-examine  the  school's  chosen 
dedication  to  excellence.  Both  you  and  your 
school  may  tend  from  time  to  time  to  see 
excellence  only  In  success  on  examinations 
or  in  victory  at  games,  viewing  anything 
less  than  this  as  failure  or  defeat.  Your 
motto  would  support  this:  it  urges  excellence 
In  the  things  of  the  spirit.  Excellence  Is 
good  people  doing  good  things.  This  was  and 
Is  the  Lord's  Intention  for  all  of  us;  it  was 
what  He  had  in  mind  when  He  set  out  to  cre- 
ate us  in  His  image  and  likeness.
